Historical Unit 
Probably Has 
The Ticklicker'

Historians are reasonably sure 
that the famed “Ticklicker” Is 
located in the Kentucky Histor- 
ical Society Museum in Frank- 
fort 'Ticklicker" was Daniel 
Boone’s favorite rifle 

It was bought in 1900 from 
Colonel Gilbert Walden, a self- 
styled “Southern F.locutionist, 
Hough It id«r, and Cow-boy Ora- 
tor." According to Walden It 
was made for Daniel Boone 
by a North Carolinian gunsmith 
by the name of Graham, whose 
muzzle mark consisting of eight 
stars indicates that it was made 
sometime, in the latter part of 
the 18th century 

"Ticklicker” was featured in 
the February 25, 1925. issue of 
The American Rifleman Ac- 
cording to the article, there is 
no contradiction between the 
period ascribed to the histor- 
ical-society-owned rifle and the 
characteristics of the. first of 
the Kentucky rifles. It lacks the 
pronounced crescent-shaped 
butt plate common among flint- 
locks of the following century. 
Furthermore, the absence of a 
patchbox in the stock marks it 
as a Southern rifle, perhaps, 
one made in North Carolina 

The Boone rifle was passed 
on to Gilbert Walden with tho 
information that Graham made 
the rifle for Boone around 1760 
This, then, was the rifle in all 
probability which Daniel Boone 
had with him when ha first 
entered Kentucky in the Pres- 
tonsburg area ip 1767 and 
which he continued to use un- 
til the year 1784 when he gave 
it to a mountain trapper by the 
name of Dedman. 

It remained in the Dedman 
family for years, hidden away, 
almost forgotten in a closet, 
until it was discovered and 
publicized in a newspaper. 
Colonel Ellis of Louisville read 
the news articles, looked up the 
family, and purchased the rifle 
Dr. Percy W de Barnay of Tal- 
lulah Falls. Georgia, was the 
next owner, and it was from this 
last named gentleman, a gun 
collector, that it was purchased 
by Gilbert Walden. 

What proof can be found in 
the Draper or other original 
manuscripts that this is indeed 
Boone's famed "Ticklicker? “ 
Several references mention this 
rifle by name, but a complete 
description of it in manuscript 
awaits the diligent researcher

Bush told Sheriff Amis that 
Smith has claimed over the past 
seven years that he (Bush) tes- 
tified for the defense in 1951 
during a trial that resulted 
when Smith’s brother, Carlos, 
was shot and killed at Cornett’s 
Tavern, Leatherwood.

— Securing of investment capital for 
small businesses in Eastern Kentucky under the new federal 
Small Business Corporation Act will be explored at the 
December 1 meeting of the Eastern Kentucky Regional 
Planning Commission at Pikeville. The commission is an 
agency of the. Kentucky Department of Economic Develop- 
ment. Eastern Kentucky bankers have been invited to 
attend the session, sot for 1:00 p m , C.S.T., at the Hatcher 
Hotel 

Opportunities for organizing a corporation under provi- 
sions of the new legislation will be discussed at the meeting 
by Tyrus R Davis, Louisville investment counselor. Davis 
aided in drafting the Small Business Investment Corporation 
Act and is helping to draft regulations under which it will 
be administered. Corporations organized under the Act 
would provide capital for small businesses meeting certain 
requirements. 

In announcing the meeting. Commission Chairman B F. 
Reed said, “We feel that a source, of financing for good 
small businesses in our area, especially those using local 
resources as well as labor, is one. of the most urgent require- 
ments for development of Eastern Kentucky.” He added 
that it is hoped that the new legislation will provide “effec- 
tive help in this direction.”

Caudill noted that much work remains to 
done in the. field of adult recreation and sug- 
gested that an adult softball league could be- 
come a possibility next summer.

Cultivation

Fertilisation
